Which 
fits for approaching Azores from WSW. Company is GOL despite callsigns 
as GLO----.

Lajes, 
NATO base, is on a third island, Terceira (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k BRAZIL. 11905-11910-11915-DRM, Dec 10 at 0300, Nacional FM 96.1 
music is still the modulation on the RNA test, VG into Bonaire SDR 
with an S/N £luxuating around 20 dB. Four hours earlier it was not 
decoding (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk BRAZIL [and non]. 11905-11910-11915, Fri Dec 11 at 2210, at the 
Brasilia KiwiSDR, main signal is in AM mode, Japanese, i.e. NHK from 
the antipodes as already scheduled on 11910, tho a bit of DRM noise 
underneath. When switched to DRM reception, no decode of course. RNA‘’s 
second frequency choice is not so good either. The local SDR used to 
get enough DRM signal to decode, but not as well as further. 


I soon switch to Bonaire SDR: now that’s getting RNA-DRM, with SNR 14+ 
dB, S7-S8, and 13.06 kbps, instead of 14.06 as before.

401-MCW kHz, Dec 13 at 0813 UT, I am awake later than I would like, 
but try to make some use of it: dash and YPO, which is 500-watt NDB at 
Peawanuck, Ontario. 


413-MCW kHz, Dec 13 at 0816 UT, dash and YHD, 250-watt beacon at 
Dryden, Ontario (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) More under USA 


xx CANADA. 396-MCW, Dec 10 at 0724 UT, dash and YPH, which is 500-watt 
NDB at Inukjuak, Quebec. I last logged it at 0759 UT Nov 29, 2019 when 
I researched it: *‘‘on the east shore of Hudson Bay, 2845 km = 1768 
statute miles from me. ‘“Inukjuak is a northern village located on 
Hudson Bay at the mouth of the Innuksuak River in Nunavik, in the 
Nord-du-Québec region of northern Quebec, Canada.

326-MCW kHz, Dec 11 at 0723 UT, NDB YOK, which is 200 watts in Kenora, 
Ontario (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA. UT December 14 after 0700 UT, a very quiet night at my 
too-late bedtime for more ND beacons, more under USA. 


334-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0730 UT, dash and YER, 200 watts at Fort 
Severn, Ontario. Where's that? *‘Fort Severn First Nation is a Western 
Swampy Cree First Nation band government located on Hudson Bay and is 
the most northern community in Ontario, Canada. In 2001, the 
population was 401, consisting of 90 families in an area of 40 square 
kilometres.

Probably was really QD, 
500 watts at The Pas, Manitoba. Yawn, my code-copying may get confused 
half-asleep. 


274-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0741 UT, dash and YPM, which is 25 watts at 
Pikangikum, Ontario. DXinfocenter.com shows it in red as *‘back on’° 


250-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0743 UT, dash and FO, 1600 watts from Flin 
Flon, Manitoba. 


244-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0744 UT, dash and TH, 1000 watts from Thompson, 
Manitoba; the only 244 listed anywhere in North America. 


236-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0746 UT, dash and CRJ. Must have been ZRJ, 50 
watts from Round Lake, Ontario, *‘to be decommissioned 2021-02-25°°. 


212-MCW kHz, Dec 14 at 0748 UT, dash and YGX, 50-watt NDB at Gillam, 
Manitoba. New, where's that? °‘Gillam is a town on the Nelson River in 
northern Manitoba, Canada. It is situated between Thompson and 
Churchill on the Hudson Bay Railway line. Many residents of Gillam are 
employed by Manitoba Hydro at one of their many facilities or support 
groups. Wikipedia’*. In 2019y, William Hepburn listed this one as to 
remain on air beyond 2026y (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CANADA. 328-MCW kHz, Dec 15 at 0726 UT, dash and YTL, 100-watt ND 
beacon at Big Trout Lake, Ontario. Last logged Nov 11 and Oct 10; must 
take about a month for them to seem newish (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CHILE? 7610.0-AM, Dec 12 at 2308, weak continuous music, JBA S8-S9 
via Pardinho, Brasil SDR with lighting crashes from a few little 
storms over SP state. Weaker S7, less signal but also less noisy at 
Santiago SDR. I’m checking this right after I hear some guy on WRMI 
7780 mention Claudio Galaz’ logs of RCW again = Radio Compania 
Worldwide, considered to be a Chilean pirate, mainly reported by him.

7435, Dec 11 at 1435, romantic Chinese songs, S9+10/20 and 
one of best signals on band, announcement in Russian and more song, as 
CRI sked this hour from SZG site at 37 degrees, i.e. for DVR/DBP and 


carrying on far beyond to us. Simulsked is CRI Nepali hour westward 
from Kunming, but no sign of it here. How considerate of the ChiCom to 
double up, reducing overall frequency occupancy (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CHINA. 6900, Dec 15 at 2328, JBA talk seems Chinese, yet S9+25 
including noise level. Probably CNR1 jammer against one Sound of Hope 
frequency; another carrier on another such, 6865; and not // algo on 
6970, maybe the pirate relaying a North Carolina FM station (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx COLOMBIA? 4940, Dec 10 at 0346, VG via Bonaire SDR, anonymous 
mystery missionary station, reportedly carrying webcast of Fuerza de 
Paz Radio. Here it is for further comparison:

but it is *not*« the same when I check now, one in music, the other in 
talk; or far out of snych (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA [and non]. 5980, Dec 11 at 0249, vs Cuban pulse jamming 
against no Marti, I heard two other weak stations mixing, and they are 
not WWCR and WWCR as 5890 is not on yet so cannot leap over 5935. One 
music and one talk; I soon recognize the music as IRAN‘s IS, yes, as 
the two-sesquihour Spanish service is just concluding; and Aoki/NDXC 
shows the other must be AWR in another PJ, Punjabi via AUSTRIA. I 
should think the Spanish from Sirjan would be a bit of a QRM problem 
in the Punjab, as well as the 0200 Urdu in the Pakistan; counting on 
skip-distance factor, azimuth? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 6000, Dec 11 at 0251, RHC is $9+10/20 but as usual on this 
transmitter, just barely modulated: I can make out the news sounder 
and presumed English. Something's always wrong at RHC, but not 
complaining since that facilitates my adjacent 5995 & 6005 logs (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 6100, UT Sun Dec 13 at 0736, no RHC English, and all other 
frequencies are off. Bodes ill for Esperanto at 0800. 6100 is normally 
at least the one staying on past 0700. Something's always wrong at 
RHC. But at 0820 rousing I do find 6100 back on during Esperanto, 
S9+20 but undermodulated. Next Esperanto also confirmed at 1610 on 
11760 & 15140 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6000, Dec 15 at 2324, RHC is S9+35 but JBM; OTOH, 5990, CRI 
relay in English, is S9+40 and sufficiently modulated, even 
splattering. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK,

xx CUBA. 15700, Dec 16 at 1603, S9+20 of dead air, as CRI English 


relay hour from 1500 has not yet turned off, wasting precious watts. 
Something's always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


13740, Dec 16 at 1603, RHC Spanish still going here, but only 
at S7-S9, which is supposed to end at 1500, let alone 1600;

47.2, *37.7, 41.0, etc., etc. I've starred the maxima and minima, 67.6 
& 36.8 in one cycle, 67.4 & 37.7 in the second. Already wrapping up 
around 1554 citing kHz, to cutoff at 1558* (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk ERITREA [non]. See FRANCE 


*xx FRANCE. 17545V, Wed Dec 16 at 1541, JBA music, no doubt clandestine 
for Eritrea, Bayto Yaikl, on apparent twice-weekly emission Wed & Sat. 
As always, frequency offset+plus and wobbling, attributed to an 
Issoudun transmitter. I try to measure it, cycling somewhere between 
17545.050 and 17545.065. Surely same ISS transmitter is used elsewhere 
than just this 30+30 minutes per week, but I have seen no other 
reports of such behaviour. 


Guess what: a few minutes later, bandscanning the 19mb, I encounter 
another fluttery JBA carrier behaving exactly the same way! Circa 
15285V, or 15285.052 at one point. HFCC shows them both, and BTW, both 
brokered by RMI:

EiBi readme.txt clarifies?:

TIG Tigrinya/Tigray: Ethiopia (4m), Eritrea (3m) [tir]*° 
Apparently we have two distinct dialects if not languages, but note 
the confusion as to how they are spelt, abbr'd in Roman/English. 


I‘1ll bet the waterfalls of both are snaky. I expect there are further 
instances of this off-frequency/wobbling transmitter before and after 
1530/1700. I wish others would pay more attention to such clues. 
KiwiSDRs with “SAM* capability display frequency offsets numerically 
and their variations. Even invisibly, they are easy to observe by ear 
and by precise frequency readouts to the Hz, with the right receiver 
such as my R75, which should be employed to its fullest capabilities. 
I further wish that our references would specify individual 
transmitters by number at each site; especially HFCC. Or even their 
*xtruex powers. Dream on (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx FRANCE. 13660-AM, Mon Dec 14 at 1700, Alameda Bible Fellowship, 
robotic readings in English, audible S7 as soon as WINB DRM closes, 
via SDR in Forney, Texas. WRMI skedgrid shows this as Mon & Fri only, 
500 kW, 135 degrees from Issoudun for East Africa, multilingual. I 
knew it had to be ISS as soon as I heard the accompanying beepery from 
always-defective transmitter (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x GUAM [and non]. 15330 & 15365, Dec 15 at 2318, equal JBA carriers, 
the OSOB except for 15230 JBM Cuba and 15720 NZ --- correlate as both 
KSDA, in Vietnamese and Khmer respectively (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk GUATEMALA. 4055, Thu Dec 10 at 0556, no signal from TGAV Radio 
Verdad, before nominal sign-off circa 0610 except earlier UT Mondays. 
Also as of Dec 10, Rick Barton in AZ says he has not heard it since 
1100 Dec 2. 


We keep getting notices from Dr Madrid about his audiovideos on 


Youtube, which appear to be his priority, but nothing about the SW 
being down. There was however news about this Dec 5 on Cadena DX FB: 


‘Edgar Amilcar Madrid Morales December 4 at 11:53 AM --- **DISCULPAS 
El transmisor de Radio Verdad se quemd. Estoy intentando repararlo con 
la ayuda de Dios.

Dear Friends of Radio Truth: Radio Truth's Omnitronix 1000 burned out 
on the fifth of December 2020 by 10:00 o'clock in the morning. Both 
power modules were burned out, so, Radio Truth is out of air ever 
since.

6170-6175-6180, Dec 12 at 0704, DRM noise I had not 
noticed here before: it's RRI in German at 0700-0730, 90 kW, 307

*xx RUSSIA. 4625, Dec 12 at 2358, the ‘‘Buzzer’* in well via UTwente, 
two-tone, lower-higher buzzy pulses continuously. Andy Reid had just 
reported it from Ontario to the WOR iog: **[WOR] The Russian buzzer is 
propagating well as of this writing.

I listen to most of it now 
so I don’t have to catch it some other time. I happen to have the 
Anna, Texas SDR running to check for KVOH 9975, so switch it to 5800 
--- not so good, somewhat noisy, while Brasilia would be better for 
this if not RNA itself.

*xk SUDAN SOUTH [non]. 6005, Dec 11 at 0329, Arabic about Akhbar, or is 
it Akbar, and Radio Tamazuj ID, 0330 ‘Horn of Africa’ music, S9+10/20. 
Site? MADAGASCAR at 0330-0430. //? I can’t remember but EiBi shows 
7315 France and 11650 also Madagascar. S.S. isn’t really in the HOA, 
the Somalia elbow, but close enough. 0344 more IDs in passing. Despite 
its JBM, 6000 RHC is so strong that it still helps to tune to 
6005-USB. Could be worse if fully modulating and splattering like it 
does later on 6100 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TAIWAN. 6865.117, Dec 11 at 1410, VP S3-S4 in Chinese? talk, as 
Sound of Hope is listed by EiBi on 6865.1; no jamming which would 
likely be on 6865.0. Comparing to CNR1 jammers on 6125 & 6070, does 
not match (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x TAIWAN [and non]. 6075, Dec 11 at 1421, CNR1 jammer mixing with 
something else in Chinese, i.e. target RTI. // 6125, CNR1 only 
non-jammer and probably also an RTI/CNR1 mix on 6180. When previously 
heard until 1600*, 6075 was CNR1 only with no sign of Taiwan, off 
earlier?

On all other days of week, 6160v has been carrying a far-right wacko 
live? conspiracy talkshow at 0400-0600 except for UT Mondays the 
weekly white racist ‘Herald of Truth’ at 0400-0500, both of which were 
originally on WBCQ 7490v, but had to move and bump other programs off 
6160v due to WHRI on 7490 from 0430. Once WBCQ buys WHRI, presumably 
this can be rearranged more equitably. Or everything but World's Last 
Chance flat-earthiness gets blown off, like 9330. 


The talkshow is xstill* shown on the WBCQ skedgrid as on 7490, not 
6160! Don’t blame listeners if confused about which station they are 
really hearing on 7490, especially since WHRI suppresses any ID until 
sign-off! Meanwhile I have been looking at the WBCQ websked to try to 
figure out what is going on. At first it is very strange with spurious 
words replacing some entries in the days-of-week columns: On, You, 
Know.

inspired by some holiday. Better on webcast, and the first half should 
repeat on both at 0000 UT Tuesday (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) c£ WRMI 9395 


xx US A. 6159.93, Dec 16 at 0022, no signal from this WBCQ, while 
7490 is audible VP. Area 61 was supposed to start at 0000, and per 
http: //zappahead.net/#2020-1214-area61 

it would have been the Jean Shepherd show of exactly 55 years ago. 
Maybe running on webcast, inconvenient to check now; seems this 
transmitter is sporadic. Not rechecked until 0232 when it is on with 
VP music, ‘God Bless America’. By now it should be amid ‘Amateur Radio 
Roundtable’ on sked UT Wed at 0130-0330. And no Hal Turner after 0200 
like other weeknights. Still does not include the other talkshow after

radio yet. Which transmitter is that, the Shoffner-Harris? I suppose 
the sked days of week refer to US not UT -- so Wavescan would be UT 
Sun & Tue at 0300, right, not UT Sat & Mon? Glenn** 


No 9975 signal either here when checked at 0218. Ray replied: °‘Hi, 
Glenn. No, KVOH is not on (although it should be!). And, yes, the 
sched days are North American, not UT. Ray.** (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 9975, re reactivated KVOH I have yet to hear, not on around 
Q200 Dec 12; but Ivo Ivanov was hearing it by 0630 on a California 
remote. Ray Robinson points out about the new program schedule; the 
header timing until 1100 refers to part of the webcast, not broadcast;

[BTW, believe it or not, during this I am multi-tasking to the fifth 
degree: KVOH panned to mostly one earphone from one SDR; WOR via 
WAORCR via another SDR, panned to the other earphone, including the 
*“*17790 IS** at 2050 which is not clipped out for ham radio, so does 
not qualify as music? Plenty of ham modes employ tones in a similar 
way and that’s obviously kosher; also two PBS TV channels, one of them 
muted with captions; and continuing interjexions from my neighbor who 
knows more about medieval Spain than the TV scholars. I, anyway, once 
visited Cordoba well into the last century --- the one in Spain, not 
the lesser copies in Argentina or México, or almost Alaska. That is:

Prompting this reply on the WOR iog from Ray Robinson at 2337: ‘Yes, 
Ken, that's us. Previously we had the transmitter running OK, but we 
were only getting a fraction of full power into the antenna. Now that 
has been resolved. This should be the last afternoon of testing. 
After today, it will be strictly 0000-0700 UT. Ray. °° 


Another look at the skedgrid, which now clarifies UT vs local days: 
Major music blox 6-daily, no doubt interrupted for evangelism, are:

Meanwhile, 5085 WTWW-2 had a modulating gospel huxter at 0342+ instead

9265, but something else digital below 9265, surely WINB hybrid which 
supposedly does this M-F only, and on 7315 from 0700, not 9265 until 
1000!
